A JAUNT TO THE COUNTEY.
Fleasant Eide—Fine Crops—Hospitable En-
tertainment.
Yesterday morning a representative of
the INTELLIGENCER availed himsell of an
invitation extended by Amos Henderson,
esq., of this eity to pay a visit to that gen-
tleman's fine farm in Salisbury township.
The drive from Laucaster to Salisbury isa
delightful one. The roads are first-rate,
and pass through a country of unsurpassed
agrioultural fertility. That which strikes
the observer most favorably, at this sea-
son of the year, is the luxuriant growth
of the tobacco, corn and pasturage. The late
copious rains have given new life to these
and all other growing erops, and the conn-
try presents a most beautiful appearance.
Below the thriving village of Bird-in-Iland,
we come to ** Molassea Hill,” an elevation
which took its name long before the era of
railroading, from the accidental spilling of
a hogshead of molasses from a Conestoga
wagon, plying between Philadelphia and
Pittsburgh. Further down the road we
reach the famous ** Hat ™’ tavern, one of
the oldest public houses in the county.
The old stone structure has been modern-
ized recently by beinr entirely covered
with a frame weather boarding. Still
further down the road we of course stop-
ped at the White llorse, another famous
botel of the olden time, whose rep-
utation is fully sustained by mine
host, JohugMason, the prese nt genial pro-
prictor, who prepaved for us at short notice,
as he does for all his guests, a most sump-
tuows dinner. A short drive from the
White Horse brought us to Mr. lender-
son's large awl welltilled farm, now in
charge of Matthew Thompson. Everything
about the farm is in perfect onder, and the
visitor caunot fail to be impressed with
the agricultural skill of the farmer as
he looks at the large barn packed
full of the summer ecrops while great
stacks of grain  that could not be
got. inside of it are stacked outside,  The
growing tobaceo, of which there are six
acres, is cspecially fine.  Three acres are
farmed by Thompson and the other
three by "Squire Samuel I Henderson, a
justice of the peace of the township ; among
that raised by *Squire Henderson, ave many
plauts  having  Jeaves 41 inches
long and 24 wide. A con-
siderable  proportion of this tobaceo has
heen already topped, and a2 small portion
has been eat off and placed upon the poles.
It is certainly one of the finest crops of the
many tine ones we saw on our jaunt through
thix section of the county. A pleasant
drive brought us safely back to Lancaster
at six o'cloek in the evening, refreshed and
invigorated by the pure country  air, amd
charmed by the delighttul propects every-
where opening upon our view,

SPANISH \NSULTS TO OUR FLAG.
The Extent of Spaia’s Maritime Jurisdiction
the Main Question at Issue.

Assistant Sec Hay of the state de-
ﬂment says that the government has no
* of accepting as final the averment of
the Spanish authorities that the American
schooners Merritt and Newcomb were fired
upon by a Spanish vessel within the mari-
time jurisdiction of Spain. The statements
of the officers of the two vessels will be
regarded as quite as worthy of belief as the
allegations of Spanish officials. The state
de tis in obtaining addi-
tional information from the crews of the
two schooners.

The main issue between the two gove
ernments in settling the afair will be a
question of fact as to the distance of the
schooners from Spanish possessions at the
time the outrage was committed. The
collateral issue of course, will be as to the
extent of Spain’s maritime jurisdiction
over the waters contfzuous to her terri-
tory. Wheaton, in his work on interna-
tional law, and Kent, in his lectures upon
the law of nations, agree that the general
territorial jurisdiction of nations extends
one marine league, or three geographical
miles, from the shore,

Kent says (part 1, lecture 2)that the open
seais not capable of being possessed as
private property. The free wSe of the
ocean for navigation and fishing is common
to all mankind, and the publie jurists gener-
ally and explicitly deny that the main
ocean can ever be appropriated. Every
vessel, in time of peace, has a right to con-
sult its ownsafety and convenience, and to
pursae its own course and business with-
out being disturbed when it does not vio-
late the rights of others. It is difficult to
draw any preciso or determinate conelu-
sion amid the variety of opinions asto the
distance which a state may lawfully ex-

tend its exclusive dominion over the
sea adjoining  its  territories,  and
beyond those portions of the sea
which are embraced by har-

bors, gulfs, bays and estuaries, and over
whieh its jurisdiction nnguestionably ex-
tends. Al that ean veasonably be asserted
is that the dominion of the sovereignof the
shore over the contignons sea extends as
far as is requisite for his safety and for
some end. A more extended supremacy
must rest entirely upon foree nl maritime
suprenscy. ”
According to the current of modern an-
thority, the general territovial jurisdiction
extends into the sea as far as cannon shot
will reach and no further, and this is gener-
Iy ealeulated to be a marine league, and
the Congress of the United States have
rmized this limitation by author-
izing the distriet eourts totake cognizance
of all the eaptures made within a marine
league of the American shores.  No nation
has a right in time of peace to interfere
with or interrupt any commerce which is
lawful by the law of wations, and carried
on between other independent powers or
between  difierent members of  the same
state.

Application was then made
to he treasury department fora permit to
bring the elephant through the Custom
House at New York, free of duty. The
treasury officials wanted to know under
what law the admission was asked for,
and the answer was that they elaimed the
elephant was entitled to be admitted free
of duty under the section of the Jaw which
provides as follows: ** Aunimals speeially
imported for breeding purposes, free.”
The society claimed that they were im.
